State Join In Soil 
` Prograrü 


A work plan of soll conservi 
tion, r control and fire protec- 
ton formulated by a corps) of 
technicians sent here by the fed- 
eral government is under way in 
the Everglades area north 
west of Miami. 

The program, which started Feb- 
ruary 15 and will continue through 
June 30, is divided into 'three 
phases, as follows: 

1. Construction program — The 
construction of three detention 
dikes, two on the west side and 
one of the east*side of the North 
New River canal.

New River 
canal will be constructed by the 
city of Miami ih connection with 
the program to guarantee the city 
fresh water supply. 

The'construction of a canal-dike 
along the east bank of the North

' These dams aid dikes will form 
a co-drtińated system for the com- 
trol of canal levels, and he diver- 
sion-of Surplus waters hito the

and will provide a system for 
demonstrating and investigating 
the feasibility, effectiveness , and 
economy of this method of raising 
ler levels and conserving water, 

2. Surveys: The initiation -of 
surveys to provide alignments and 
grades for the proposed construc- 
tion, to establish the control lines 
and levels cásential to laying out 
future work and determining the 
controlling ^water levels, to give 
the location of soil depths, and to 
determi the general topography 
controlling the direction of flow 
ot flood waters and extent of 
lands submerged at various levels 
Wifl-be part qf the program for 
this fiscal year. A soils technician 
will accompany each survey party 
to determine type and depth

5. Restarch and Investigational 
program: No funds are avallable 
for installation of ground water 
wells, collection of records of 
wüter levels and other hydrologie 
Observations. It is expected that 
rain and wafer leve! gauges and 
such equipment may be borrowed 
from some other government 
agency or some other field lóca- 
tion within the Soil Conservation 
Service of the department of agri- 
culture.

When it be- 
came apparent. that the state of 
FloHda' would not expeüd more 
than $40,000 during the fiscal yeat 
1940, it-became necessary to. cur- 
tail federal expenditures this year 
in order that the /tòtal sum ex- 
pended by the Soil.
